branches. 
Study of lem on g umming as It co- 
curs in g roves shows a t least two 
forms, one in which the dead bark 
rem ains firm and is k illed to the 
wood as fast as the area enlarg es, 
th e other in which the bark is at 
first soft, later hardening w ith some­ 
tim es a develop m ent of g ray fung us 
on the surface during dam p w eather. 
Innoculations 
have 
shown 
the 
form er to be caused by the brown 
ro t fung qs, p hy thiacists citrop hthera 
sm. sm., and the latter by the g ray 
fung us, B otry ths cinerea. 
Both of these are common causes 
of decay in p ack ing houses. 
Of the 
two forms of g ummosis, th e brown 
ro t form is by far the m ore common 
and 
it also 
affects orang e trees, 
thoug h less commonly th an lemons. 
Lives 
in the Soil 
The brown ro t fung us lives in the 
soil, esp ecially in heavy soils. 
Its 
develop ment is favored by ex cessive 
m oisture. 
Infection of lem on bark 
is favored by the bud union being 
k ep t buried or damp . 
Sw eet stock 
is far more suscep tible than sour. 
The m ethods of p revention th a t 
have been w orked out by the m ost 
observing g row ers are based on the 
p roducing of conditions unfavorable 
to the develop m ent of these org an­ 
isms. 
The following p ractices have 
been shown to be of g reat im p ort­ 
ance in this connection: 
All soil should be k ep t from above 
the bud union. 
In fact, the earth 
m ay well be p erm anently removed 
down to and ex p osing the crown 
roots. 
The g round under the drip of the 
tree should be kep t constantly m el­ 
low and not allowed to p ack. 
The soil 
around 
the tree trunk 
should 
never be 
ex cessively wet. 
Standing w ater under th e trees is 
p articularly to be avoided. 
In all new p lanting s, sour’ orang e 
stock should be used ra th e r than 
other stocks, 
esp ecially 
on heavy 
soils. 
Hig h 
budded 
trees 
should 
be 
p lanted and th ey should be p lanted 
at least as hig h as they w ere in the 
nursery . 
Other Remedies 
The treatm ent for cases w here in­ 
fection has already tak en p lace may 
be briefly outlined as follows: 
Remove the bark th at is already 
dead to a p oint w here the dark 
brown 
discoloration 
ceases. 
An 
area may be y ellowed bey ond the ac­ 
tual infection throug h th e p resence 
of stag nant sap , but such area does 
not carry th e contag ion and there­ 
fore need not be removed. 
How­ 
ever, more failures are due to not 
cutting far enoug h or deep enoug h, 
than to over severe treatm ent. 
In 
case of the g ray fung us form it is 
som etim es only necessary to remove 
the outer lay er of bark, leaving the 
cambium intact. 
Sp ecial curved tools m ay be m ade 
th at 
are 
p articularly adap ted to 
g ummosis work. 
Such tools are not 
on the m ark et a t p resent so far as 
known. 
A fter rem oval of the diseased tis­ 
sue the cut or scrap ed surface should 
be p ainted w ith a g ood disinfectant 
which will rem ain as a covering for 
some time. 
Bordeaux p aste seems 
best adap ted for this p urp ose. 
It is 
a strong fung icide, is not harm ful to 
the tree and when confined to the 
trunk s only does not seem to p ro­ 
duce com p lications w ith fum ig ation 
as is the case when the entire tree 
is sp ray ed. 
Gumming m ay continue for some 
tim e after treatm ent. 
In fact, Bor­ 
deaux seem s at tim es to stim ulate 
this. 
Such g umming need cause no 
alarm unless bark continues 
to die 
back along the edges. 
The g um it- 
Belf is free from infectious material. 
If dy ing continues, treatment should 
im m ediately be ex tended. 
Heav y Pruning Needed 
In severe cases w here considera­ 
ble areas of bark have been removed, 
the trees 
should be 
p runed back 
heavily to p erm it more natural and 
rap id recovery . 
In such cases it is 
advisable also to cover the larg e 
scars w ith asp halt dissolved in ben­ 
zine or w ith shellac after g umming 
has ceased. 
H ere is th e formula for Borbeaux 
p aste: 
Dissolve one p ound bluestone (cop ­ 
p er sulp hate) in three quarts of w a­ 
ter in a wooden or earthen vessel. 
This can best be done by hang ing it 
in a sack a t the surface of the wa­ 
ter. 
Slack tw o p ounds unslak ed lime 
in about th ree quarts of w ater. 
Stir tog ether when cool, m aking a 
lig ht blue m ix ture the consistency 
of w hitew ash. 
If the m ix ture turns 
to some other color before being ap ­ 
p lied, it is an indication th at some­ 
thing is wrong . 
Mix up fresh each 
day or two, as the mix ed p aste tends 
to deteriorate. 
It m ay be ap p lied 
w ith a larg e brush like w hitew ash. 
This m ay be used on healthy hark 
as an additional p reventative.

Interest in potato growing in this 
commu nity has receiv ed a new im­ 
petu s, it was stated today by H. E. 
Wahlberg, farm adv isor of Orange 
cou nty . Wahlberg was instru mental 
in arranging a potato grading con­ 
test which was held y esterday at the 
Edward Long ranch, east of Stanton, 
where the United States standards 
of grading were ex plained by H. 
Tru ax of Los Angeles. 
While this section is not a potato 
growing one, according to the farm 
adv isor, it is estimated that between 
fiv e and six hu ndred acres of pota­ 
toes are grown y early In the cou nty , 
not cou nting the nu mberless small 
garden plots. 
Hence there was a 
good representation of growers pres 
ent 
to hear ex plained 
the three 
grades. 
Grade No. 1 is for potatoes of the 
long ty pe, which mu st av erage one 
and three-q u arters inches in diam­ 
eter and for those of the rOu nd ty pe, 
which 
mu st 
be 
one 
and 
sev en- 
eighths inches in diameter. 
A 5 per cent v ariation is allowa 
ble bu t all falling below that stand­ 
ard belong 
In 
grade No. 2 while 
grade No. 3 are cu lls and disregard­ 
ed by the grower so far as mark et 
possibilities 
are 
concerned. 
The 
two ty pes are best ex emplified by 
the W hite Rose which is the long 
ty pe and the British Qu een of the 
rou nd v ariety . These are the lead­ 
ing potatoes of the two ty pes grown 
in this commu nity . 
It was annou nced that the growers 
hav e all benefited by the standard­ 
ization which originated du ring the 
war and resu lted so fav orably both 
to produ cer and consu mer that it 
has been k ept u p. H. H. W arner, of 
the United States department of ag­ 
ricu ltu re, who was present at y es­ 
terday 's demonstration, stated that 
the ou tlook for the grower Is not 
v ery good at present as there are 
many holdov ers from last season, 
which, combined with the large acre­ 
age planted this y ear in the potato 
sections, is k eeping the price lower 
than for a long time. 
Su ggestion 
was made that growers harv est their 
potaotes v ery soon and store them 
against a rising mark et. No definite 
action followed the su ggestion.

“I am probably the oldest teacher, 
bu t I get fu n ou t of life. 
We teach­

Interest was shown here in a dis­ 
patch receiv ed today from San Fran­ 
cisco stating that Ju dge W. W. Mor­ 
row of the United States circu it cou rt 
of appeals had issu ed a warning that 
aliens who failed to register as re­ 
q u ired by the alien poll tax law and 
who failed to pay the tax by Au gu st 
1, may be denied citizenship if they 
later apply for papers in the federal 
cou rt. 
At the same time Cou nty Clerk J. 
M. Back s said here that little diffi­ 
cu lty had been ex perienced by depu ­ 
ties in this cou nty in registering the 
aliens. 
“Most of the aliens here are Mex ­ 
icans,’’ said Back s today , “and for the 
most part they come u p and register 
withou t complaint. 
“The depu ty at Delhi has tak en ou t 
six registration book s each of which 
contain twenty -fiv e blank s and the 
depu ty at Yorba has three. 
Reports 
from Alamitos and Anaheim presage

The warning issu ed by Ju dge Mor­

challenge the application, of. any 
alien who had not registered and 
Daid the tax by Au gu st 1. 
Ju dge Morrow said in reply that 
it was only fair to warn the aliens 
oh the gov ernment’s stand, hu t add­ 
ed that he was not passing on the 
constitu tionality of the law and that, 
any alien had a right to mak e a le­ 
gal test of the law. 
If the law holds, howev er, 
Ju dge 
Morrow indicated, failu re to comply 
with it. can be considered a grou nd 
for challenging an alien’s q u alifica­ 
tions for citizenship.

lig ht plant and buy electrica l

pany . This was finally accomplished, 
not tha t they needed an outlet for 
surplus energ y , but in order 
that 
they m ig ht point their fing er at an­ 
other “ failure in municipal owner­ 
ship.” 
“ But in spite of this and in spite 
of t! ~ .epeated ra ise in rates paid 
the public utility company abov e our 
contract ag reement, municipal own­ 
ership, and municipal distribution of 
public utilities is a larg e success in 
the city of Anaheim.

VICTORY FOR MINIMUM WAGE 


A nother v ictory for the m inim u m wage has 
been achiev ed in W ashington, D. C. 
T he D is­ 
trict M inim u m W age B oard had fix ed the rates 
for women ov er 18 y ears of age emp loy ed in 
cafes, clu bs and hosp itals at $1.50 a week . 
The 
Children’s H osp ital challenged the law on the 
grou nd that C ongress had 110 au thority to p ass a 
law interfering w ith the freedom of contract. 
The hosp ital asserted that the $16.5 0 rate am ou nt­ 
ed to confiscation of p rop erty w ithou t du e p rocess 
of law and that it bred socialism. 
The cou rt of ap p eals held that “ there is no 
absolu te freedom to do as one w ills,” and that 
the Fou rteenth A m endm ent “p rotects against ar­ 
bitrary p riv ation or sp oliation bu t does not p ro­ 
v ide im m u nity from reasonable regu lations for 
p rop er p u rp oses.” 
It ru led tha t the hosp ital 
shou ld show p roof that the m inim u m wage law 
was harm fu l. 
W hen this was not done the cou rt 
dismissed the claim as u nfou nded, stating that 
the effect of the law w as the op p osite of harm fu l, 
and that “ Congress has the right to enact law s 
for the p rom otion of health, safety , m orals and 
w elfare of those su bject to its ju risdiction.” 
The U nited States Su p rem e C ou rt had p rev i­ 
ou sly u p held the v alidity of O regon’s m inim u m 
w age act. 
Em p loy ers in m any different lines— 
m anu factu rers, dep artm ent store heads, etc. — 
hav e issu ed p u blic statem ents to the effect that 
the m inim u m wage reacted to the benefit of em ­ 
p loy er as well as emp loy ee.

This statem ent is the m ore interesting becau se 
the w riter is cau tiou s to av oid ex p ressing any 
p olitical op inion on the m inor q u estions of p rohi 
bition enforcement. 
He k nows, what the re st of u s 
also k now bu t to which we freq u ently shu t ou r ey es, 
that the joy of the United States, throu gh the coming 
y ears, is not to be an intox ication; that the aboli­ 
tion of booze as a regu lar factor in social life has 
been a m ost wonderfu l imp rov em ent, not only social­ 
ly bu t econom ically ; that all the home brew and the 
blind p igs and the border ru nning ov ercome the fact 
that the United States as a whole is dry , and being 
dry , it is sober and hap p ier and intelligent and self 
resp ecting and self serv ing.
